CHAPTER CXXXIX.

AN ACT FOR AN ACT TO APPROPRIATE MONEY FOR THE
ERECTION OF A MONUMENT TO THE MEMORY OF THE OF-
FICERS AND SOLDIERS OF THE FIFTH MINNESOTA VOL-
UNTEER INFANTRY, BURIED AT FORT RIDGELY, MINNE-
SOTA.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the Slat* of Minnesota;

SECTION 1. That the sum of five hundred dollars be
aiid the same is hereby appropriated out of any money in
the treasury not otherwise appropriated, to be expended
in the erection of a monument to the memory of the offi-
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cers and soldiers of the fifth regiment, Minnesota volun-
teer infantry, buried in the cemetery at Fort Ridgely,
Minnesota.

SEO. 2. That Thomas P. Gere, Wm. Pfaender and M.
^' ^l°wer are hereby appointed a committee to contract
for said monument, and to draft a suitable superscription
for the same. That when said monument is erected as
herein provided for, the said committee shall certify that
fact to the governor of the state, who shall thereupon
issue his warrant upon the state treasurer for said sum of
five hundred dollars, or so much thereof as may bo neces-
sary to defray the expense of erecting such monument.

CHAPTER CXL.

AN ACT TO APPROPRIATE MONEY TO PAY CERTAIN EX-

DAYS' SERVICE PRIOR TO MUSTERING INTO THE SER-
VICE OF THE UNITED STATES.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the Slate of Minnesota :

SECTION 1. That the sum of six hundred dollars is
hereby appropriated out of any money in the treasury
